Security forces yesterday cap- 
tured three infiltrators from Leba- 
non who had planned to attack 
passengers at the Safad bus station. 
the Army spokesman announced. 
τ ‘The three terrorists, who crossed 
into Israel on Friday night, were 
captured after a four-hoir chaze 
in the Dishon valley some three 
kilonretres from the border in the 
Avivim area. After being cornered 
by soldiers and men from the Bor- 
der Police they gave themselves up 
without firing a shot. One of the 


' infiltrators wes slightly Injured 


when fire was used to flush them 
out of thelr hiding places in the 
thick foltage. 5 

The three were armed with Kelatch- 
nikov rifles and gremades. They also 


The men revealed under ques- 
ttoning that they were members of 
the Fatah terrorist organization, and 
had infiltrated into Israel to carry 
out an attack at the Safad bus 
station. They intended firing their 
weapons and throwing les at 
passers-by from the hill overlooking 
the station.

The Soviet Union, Chine and 
Guinea all abstained because they 
feit the revised draft was too weak, 
should have concentrated entirely 
on Israel's “aggression,” and con- 
tained a warning of possible future 
sanctions if Israeli attacks were 
repeated. This warning, in the orl- 
ginal text introduced on Thursday

DEADLY CYCLE 


Despite his reservations about the 
resolution, Mr. Seali said after the 
vote that for the first time in U.N. 
history the world body had “re- 
jected. the cycle of violence and 
counterviolence, a deadly cycle in 
which innocent people inevitably 
become its victims.” 


He sald that in “deeply deplor- 
ing ail recent acts of violence re-

Eban: No 
victory 


for Egypt

Foreign Minister Abba Wban said 
last night that the Security Coun- 
cl resolution had not benefited 
Egypt, which had initiated the de- 
bate. Eban praised U.S. “consis- 
tency" in opposing a tough draft 
resolution, and attacked France end 
Britain for criticizing Israel, which 
stood up to terrorism, Instead of cri- 
ticizing terrorism itself. 

Officials in Jerusalem seemed well 
pleased last night with the upshot 
of the drawn-out Security Council 
debate. They considered the resolu- 
tion as a defeat for the Egyptians 
and Lebanese, who had invested con- 
siderable efforts at New York in 
the hope of securing a tough reso- 
lution against Israel and forcing the 
US. to veto it. Observers could 
mot recall such a weak condemma- 
tion of Israel after an IDF action 
against, a neighbouring state, They 
stressed, too, the oblique attack in 
the resolution on Arab terrorism. 
The abstention of China, Russia and 
Guinea left no doubt that this was 
the meaning of that part of the 
resolutton. 

Answering reporters’ questions 
after news of the resolution came 
through, Mr. Bban said: 

“The Security Council has again 
proven, as predicted, its inability 
to expressly condemn Arab terror- 
ism, which has Jain at the root of 
Middle East tension this past de- 
cade. On the other hand, Arab acts 
of hostility, for the first time, were 
condemned by the Council, and the 
abstention of China, the USSR. 
and Guinea proves that this time 
the Arab arguments were not ac- 
cepted in their entirety. 

“Only the U.S. showed consisten- 
cy in ita principles from the begin- 
ning to the end of the debate, and 
it was thanks only to the U.S. that 
threats and warnings i Israel 
— for daring not to surrender to 
the plague of terroriam — were 
avoided. 

“Furthermore, the U.S. was res- 
ponsible for the inclusion of a para- 
graph which is interpreted through- 
cut the world δα a condemnation of 
Arab terrorism —- though not as 
specifically as would have been de- 
sirable.

MENLO PARK, California (AP). 
— The best detective for nabbing 
persons who use & computer a8 
a partner in crime 18 ἃ computer, 
reports Don ΒΒ. Parker, a re- 
searcher in computer abuse and 
᾿ seeurkty. 

‘I have studied 130 cases of 
computer crime and almost every 
one was discovered by sccident," 
Mr. Parker said last Friday at 
Stanford Research Institute 
(SRI). 

In one of these, an accountant 
embezzled $1m. from his com- 
pany in six years. The accountant 
used ἃ computer to limit the 
amount he took at any one time 

to distribute the shortage 
among accounts where it wouldn't 
be noticed, Mr. Parker said. 

Other illegal operations by 
skilled programme manipulators 
included the stealing of corpora- 
fion information or assets and 
the theft or copying of computer 
programmes. “If all we're doing 
up to now is accidentally discov- 
ering these things, ome wonders 
how much of this kind of crimi- 
nal activity is going on that 
never geta detected,” he said. 

“The computer itself is the 
{deal tool for detecting wrong- 
ful manipulation of its systems,” 
reported Mr. Parker, who heads 
SRI studies on computer security, 
and has worked more than six 
years on analyzing criminal use 
of data-processing systems.

For instance, an attempted re- 
trieval of confidential information 
would be reported by the com- 
puter with the names of the peo- 
ple running, using and guarding 
it at the time, he sald. 

From there the security people 
ean check for any possible collu- 
sion or unusual activity patterns, 
he said, 

Most of the computer outlaws 
are in trusted positions at the 
time they commit their crimes 
and have never been in trouble 
with the police, he said, “They 
differ from their colleagues in 
that they have serious personal 
problems and succumb to the 
temptation of solving them by 
using a computer for fraudulent 
gain," he said, 

Mr. Parker reported one com- 
puter expert stole $1m. worth of 
equipment by penetrating a large 
corporation’s order and dlstribu- 
tion system. He said the man 
told him that he regarded taking 
from ἃ corporation justifiable if 
he could get away with it. But 
the man said that, if he found a 
money-filled wallet in the street, 
he would return it to the owner 
“Just like any normal person.”

Krock, 61, a Lithwanian immi- 
grant's son ‘whto quit school at the 
age of 15 to sell newspapers, is one 
of the worN’s richest men. He was 
indicted April 11 by a Federal 
Grand Jury on charges of evading 
$l.4m. in income taxes and filing 
fraudulent income tax returns from 
1966 to 1969. 

The case is the largest criminal 
tax action in U.S. history, the U.S. 
Attorney's office said. Krock, a 
close friend of ‘the Kennedy family, 
was reported to be aboard his 50- 
metre yacht in the Bahamas. 

Tf convicted, Krock faces maxi- 
mum penalties of $50,000 In fines 
and 27 years in prison.
